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CITY OF PLAINFIELD, NEW JERSEY 
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Plainfield, a city of over six square miles, is located at the foothills of 
the Watchung Mountains, in the western part of the County of Union, in a 
comparatively level section; is provided with an excellent climate and an 
abundance of pure and wholesome water from artesian wells; has one of 
the finest school systems in the State; churches of many denominations; ex- 
cellent fire and police protection; over 86 miles of well paved streets and 
over 130 miles of sanitary and storm sewers. 


Plainfield is about twenty-four miles from New York City on the main 
line of the Central Railroad of New Jersey, the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
and the Reading Railroad, all operating between New York and Philadelphia. 
There is excellent train service, with a 45 minute running time of express 
trains to New York City. Highway Routes Nos. 25, 26, 28 and 29 run through 
or near Plainfield. 


The chief industries are manufacture of printing presses, automobile 
trucks and parts, wood-working machines, tools, clothing and hats. 


The products of the surrounding country, aside from general manu- 
facturing located along the railroads, are from farms, specializing in milk, 
eggs and vegetables. 


Municipal buildings consist of City Hall, Police Headquarters, Fire 
Department Headquarters and two local company houses, fifteen public 
school buildings, and public library and art gallery—the fourth oldest in 
the State. : 


Modern buildings house the Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., colored Y.W.C.A.-and 
Y.M.C.A. and Y.M.—Y.W.H.A. Plainfield has an active Chamber of Com- 
merce, up-to-date department stores, Post Office Building, Hospital, five 
banks, seven building and loan associations and an armory, as well as 
private schools known the country over. Plainfield also has many recrea- 
tional and social attractions, possessing two large parks within its borders 
supervised and controlled by the County, several golf clubs and fraternal 
and service clubs. 


MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
January 1, 1943 


To the Honorable, the Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield: 


Gentlemen: 


It is with some hesitancy that I undertake to comment on the first day of 
my term on questions which I know, from former experience as a member of 
the Common Council, have already been receiving your earnest and compe- 
tent attention. However, as a new viewpoint may give a fresh aspect to a 
question, I submit the following for your consideration: 


PROTECTIVE SERVICES: Provision for our citizens’ safety—of life, of 
health, of property—is a primary duty of good government. I believe our 
various departments and agencies concerned with this work are compentent, 
well-organized, and conscientious in the performance of their duties. Their 
records speak for them. But war has increased those responsibilities, and I 
urge each individual concerned to reflect on the fact that our Community 
expects and relies on his doing his best under conditions that may well be 
unusual or trying. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE: In the development of its Civilian Defense organiza- 
tion, Plainfield has been consistently among our State’s leaders. My recent 
observation of its operation under test incidents has greatly impressed me 
with the tremendous amount of able work which has been required to bring 
the organization to its present size and state of efficiency. Probably few 
realize that some six thousand citizens are actively engaged in this import- 
ant civic work. The entire Civilian Defense organization is to be congrat- 
ulated for the fine job it is doing. The civic spirit of its members should 
inspire others who are called upon to help. 


TAXES AND ECONOMY: As much of the money raised by taxation by the 
City of Plainfield is required under provisions of State Law, and as the 
method of opportioning this tax burden—mainly to real estate—is likewise 
by State Statute; the solution of substantial tax relief lies with our State 
Government. Current discussions of the subject by Trenton authorities 
should, therefore, be carefully studied and Plainfield’s influence should be 
used as may appear wise to effect alleviation of the present tax burden on 
real estate. 


I feel our City has been and is well and carefully managed and that the 
citizens receive full value for the money expended in the various services 
they require of their City Government. Further substantial economies with 
maintenance of the present services is difficult to visualize. 


FINANCES: With industrial employment now at a high level, the demands 
on City relief are approaching a minimum. This condition should continue 
at least until the end of the war. To an extent, we may also anticipate a 
shrinkage in certain of the City’s maintenance and replacement work, as for 
example, street surfacing, snow removal, normal capital replacements and 
improvements, etc., due to various causes such as scarcity of labor, mechani- 
cal equipment, and - materials. To a considerable extent, such work will be 
merely postponed rather than permanently avoided, and we must anticipate 
its performance at a later date. 


In order to avoid violent fluctuations in these expenses—now and at a 
later date—it would, therefore, seem prudent to consider the possibility of 
setting up at this time (if not under present laws, then under new legisla- 
tion) reserves approximating our normal expenditures for the above items, 
with a view to having them available at a later date when extraordinary ex- 
penditures in these accounts will be required. 
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TAX TITLE LIENS AND CITY PROPERTY: For several years past the 
Common Council has wisely foliowed a policy of foreclosing tax title liens. 
This has resulted in relieving the City Treasury of the outlay of the State 
and County taxes on such properties, and of making such properties more 
readily available for return to a revenue-producing status. I would suggest 
that this policy be actively continued and that every other effort be made to 
maintain the tax liens at a minimum. 


TAX EXEMPT PROPERTIES: A recent New Jersey Supreme Court deci- 
sion has focused attention on the State Law relating to tax exempt prop- 
erties, which are said to constitute one sixth of all evaluated property in 
New Jersey, and to be increasing at the rate of many millions of dollars 
annually. The result is an added tax burden on non-exempt property. Be- 
cause of its obvious importance to our City, both directly and indirectly, I 
would suggest that the Common Council develop the matter further and 
cooperate as far as possible with such effort as may be made to accomplish 
a thorough revision of the State Law relating to tax exempt property. 


War brings many and unusual demands to us all; increased effort, new 
and added responsibilities, chances for greater usefulness to our fellow citi- 
zens and our Country. But tne greatest of all is the call to armed service. 
Fifteen City employees have already answered that call. To them all honor 
is. due. 


May I take this opportunity to express the pleasure with which I antici- 
pate working with you, and to wish you all a Happy New Year.

The total tax levy for the year 1942 was $2,477.530.02. Total Cash col- 
lections were $2,215,295.91 or 89.43 percent of levy collected. 


The delinquent taxes at the close of the year (including $99,307.19 tax 
title liens and $40,237.86 Second Class Railroad Tax in litigation) was 
$396,528.37 in comparison to $464,747.72 at the close of December 31, 


1941. 


Tax Title Liens—$99,307.19 


The Tax Title Liens as at December 31, 1942 in the amount of 
$99,307.19 are represented by 514 tax sale certificates held in the name 
of the City. To clear up these liens, other than those that will be re- 
deemed by the owner, the City is obliged to enter foreclosure pro- 
ceedings on the sales certificate and take title to the property or secure 
title by deed from the owner. 


For this expense an appropriation of $14,500.00 was included in the 
1943 budget to cover the cost of foreclosure of approximately 200 of 
the 514 tax sale certificates. 


It is quite important, to clear the City’s records of all tax title liens 
as soon as possible. 


Foreclosed Tix Title Liens and Property 
acquired by deed—$155,316.13 


This amount represents 273 parcels of land taken by the City through 
legal procedure for the non-payment of taxes and other municipal liens 
accumulated against the property. The amount represents the accu- 
mulated liens plus legal expenses of acquiring title to the property. The 
clearing of this account can be accomplished only through the disposal 
of the property by sale to the public. 


Current Debt Obligations 


The City has no current debt obligations other than $2.550.00 of Emer- 
gency Notes authorized in 1942.

CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


I respectfully submit to your Honorable Body my Annual Report of the 
Police Department of the City of Plainfield for the year ending December 
ob, 1942. 

This Department has a two-way radio system consisting of a main Sta- 
tion and four squad cars. The personnel of this branch of service consists 
of twelve men. The City is divided into ten districts of which eight districts 
are covered by foot patrolmen and two districts by the radio division with a 
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radio car in each district and two in reserve, one being used by the Detective 
Bureau. These cars are equipped with a first-aid kit, search light, fire ex- 
tinguisher, night sticks, riot-gun and tear gas bombs. 


Our Safety Division has made a survey of the City with various recom- 
mendations made with a result gratifying to all concerned and more fully 
explained by the analysis set forth in this report. The personnel of this 
department consists of one patrolman assigned to this particular work and 
that of school traffic. 


The Bureau of Identification and Photography has had an extremely 
busy year due to the taking of fingerprints of all Civilian Defense Members, 
School Children and Non-Criminal in addition to our regular line of work. 


The Detective Bureau has had an especially busy year due to the War 
Emergency and has been called upon by the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
to make investigations of Aliens residing in the City and has conducted more 
than five hundred such investigations during the course of the year in addi- 
tion to our regular line of work. I would recommend that an additional man 
be added to this Bureau. ; 


For the past several years our Department has been undermanned and 
I would respectfully recommend that ten men be secured to bring our quota 
up to standard in order that we may better patrol the City. This request is 
particularly urgent due to the increased duties imposed upon our men during 
the War Emergency and the loss of some of our men to the Armed Forces. 
With our present force we have only an average of six men on foot patrol 
and four men in the radio car on each shift being unable to cover two foot 
patrol districts on each shift. This I feel is not sufficient protection for a 
City of over 40,000 inhabitants. With these additional ten men we could 
place three more men on foot patrol on each shift and bring our average up 
to nine men on foot patrol which I feel would better suit our present day 
need and give added protection to our citizens. 


It is gratifying to report that our City was during the past year free 
from serious crimes. It more clearly shows that the men are fulfilling their 
sworn duty to the citizens of the City and because of their whole hearted 
cooperation and law abiding conduct. My recommendations which I respect- 
fully submit for your consideration and approval are few in number but im- 
portant and trust they will be given serious consideration as they are 
necessary. 


As in previous years it has been requested that traffic lights be installed 
at various intersections where a careful survey has demonstrated their 
necessity which are as follows: 


At Watchung Avenue and East Second Street, to be synchronized with 
the light at East Front Street and Watchung Avenue, one at Watchung 
Avenue and East Fourth Street, one at West Front Street and Madison 
Avenue, one at Richmond Street and East Third Street, one at Grant Avenue 
and West Fourth Street and an additional light be placed at Plainfield 
Avenue and West Front Street. 


I would also recommend that Black and White Signs be attached to all 
Traffic Lights at Watchung Avenue and Hast Seventh Street and Crescent 
Avenue and East Seventh Street marked “Move on Green Only.” 


In conclusion I wish to say that the Department has had a most success- 
ful year. The men entrusted with public safety in this City, the Mayor and 
the Members of the Common Council have been willing and eager to con- 
tribute towards the proper conduct of the Department and I wish to take 
this opportunity of expressing to all my thanks and appreciation for their 
support and many acts of kindness extended during the year.

Fire Alarm Telegraph System 

The system is of the Gamewell Type with 102 fire alarm boxes, 16 of 
which are private. There is approximately 56% miles of overhead wires. 
A 15 inch gong is located in each of the outside Fire Stations, an 18 inch 
gong with three 10 inch tappers and one 6 inch tapper at Fire Headquarters, 
one 12 inch gong at Police Headquarters and 6 inch tappers are located at 
the Electric and Gas Company’s plants, and other places of importance. 
One 10 circuit automatic repeator, one 12 circuit switchboard with instru- 
ments mounted on it for testing and recharging of batteries, one house 
circuit and one local battery circuit at Headquarters, and 6 outside circuits 
are in use. One alarm transmitter and four alarm registers with paper 
take-up reels are installed in the various Fire Stations. There are four 60 
inch battery racks with 1943 cells for operating the Alarm System and one 
12 circuit protector board. One Sterling 5 horsepower electric siren and one 
remote control switch. There are 8 rectifiers. Installed at Fire Headquarters 
is a telephone switchboard with four trunk lines and eleven extensions. 
Three of the extensions are direct lines—one to No. 3 Fire Station, one to 
No. 4 Fire Station and one to Police Headquarters. 
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Police Alarm System 


The system is of the Gamewell Type with ten Standard Police Box: 
with recall lights and horns, one of which is private and nine of which a: 
located on pedestals. By order of the 1935 Police Board, six police box: 
which were located on poles have been removed, eleven police boxes locate 
on poles are out of service but have not been removed and four police box: 
which were located on pedestals have been removed. There is about - 
miles of overhead wires and about 1% miles of underground cable which 
used jointly with the Fire Alarm Telegraph System. The following Gamewe 
equipment is installed at Fire Headquarters: one (1) 60 inch battery rac 
with 60 two-volt cells and two (2) rectifiers. The following equipment 
installed at Police Headquarters: a switchboard with a time clock stam 
a four-circuit punching machine and a telephone for making calls to poli 
boxes.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER 
STREET AND SEWER DEPARTMENT 


December 31, 1942 
To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council, 
City of Plainfield, N. J. 


Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my Annual Report for the year ending December 
31, 1942. 

Engineers of the Department gave considerable of their time during 
the year assisting the Local Defense Council in setting up the Control Center 
at Police Headquarters, Emergency Control Center in the City Engineer’s 
Office and organizing sub-committees to carry out many of the functions of 
the Council, Many maps were prepared and supplied to the Control Centers; 
High School Air Plane Spotters Station, Red Cross, Air Raid Wardens and 
countless other activities having connection with the Local Defense program. 


Plans for a sanitary sewerage system to properly drain the new develop- 
ment on East Seventh Street between Coolidge Street and Terrill Road, 
known as the “Brisbane Estates,” were completed and a portion of the work 
authorized by Local Improvement Ordinance No. 327. Due to restrictions of 
the Federal Government no construction has, as yet, been started. Also 
much field work has been completed in respect to proper storm sewer drain- 
age plans for this area and all of the area southeast of this development to 
Cushing Road. 


Considerable progress was made during the year in respect to the elimi- 
nation of flood conditions on West Front Street at Ransome Place. After 
many conferences, and with the help and cooperation of the Corporation 
Counsel, Mr. Diana, an agreement was reached whereby the Art Color Print- 
ing Company agreed to build a culvert of required capacity to properly drain 
the area. Construction of the culvert has started and progressed to a point 
that indicates the whole structure will be completed in time to prevent floods 
which normally result from Spring rains. 


The surface drainage of East Second Street between Park Avenue and 
Gavett Place was greatly improved by the construction of storm sewer inlets 
in each of the two alleys running north of East Second Street. This work 
was done after a careful survey and study of drainage conditions in the 
immediate neighborhood. 


Engineering service was also given to the Recreation Commission which 
resulted in the construction of a retaining wall along the driveway to the 
Plainfield Avenue Playground; to the Assessors in the maintenance of tax 
maps, and to property owners and private contractors in respect to construc- 
tion and inspection of sidewalks, driveways, curbs, sewers and streets. 


The restrictions placed upon shipments of bituminous materials for 
road construction by the Federal Government made it necessary to curtail 
street maintenance work during the first three months of the construction 
season. Street materials were not released until August lst and maintenance 
work did not start until August 15th. However, the Street Department 
surfaced 133,000 sq. yds. of macadam pavement before the season closed 
early in November. 


While not engaged on Street Maintenance work, Street Department men 
continued the construction of the storm sewer in Sherman Avenue west of 
Monroe Avenue in accordance with the provisions of General Improvement 
Ordinances No. 1042 and 1044. It is expected that this sewer will be com. 
pleted by July 1943. 


Special permission of the State Highway Department made it possible 


to supply bituminous material for the construction of macadam pavements on 
Brook Court and Green Court. The work was done by the developers of 
“Norwood Homes” under the inspection of Street Department engineers. 
This procedure made it possible for the Common Council to accept the 
streets as public streets without assuming a large maintenance cost in the 
future. 


In accordance with the provisions of a resolution passed by the Common 
Council, the southerly sidewalk area of Moffett Avenue between Park Avenue 
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and Florence Avenue was graded and cleared of all brush by Street Depart- 
ment employees. The total cost of this work was assessed against abutting 
properties. 


Usual functions of the Street Department such as street sweeping; 
maintaining gutters and shoulders; snow and ice removal; cutting of grass 
between curb lines and sidelines of streets in front of vacant property; gar- 
age service to all Departments; delivery of coal to and removal of ashes 
from, public buildings; maintenance of street name signs, traffic signs and 
street markings were all carried out without undue delay or accidents. As 
a service to the local Salvage Committee the Department collected approx- 
imately 125 gross tons of used tin cans and delivered the cans to the detin- 
ning plant at Sewaren, N. J. 


Wartime restrictions placed on machinery, and repair parts, has increas- 
ed the work at the City Garage. All equipment is now inspected more often 
and many additional records are required to be kept for the information of 
the Federal Government. 


The Sewer Division cleaned twenty-two hundred storm sewer inlets 
during the early Spring and again in the late Fall, also cleaned approxi- 
mately twenty-two miles of sanitary sewer pipe lines and ten miles of storm 
sewers. During the Summer months much aid in the construction of the 
Sherman Avenue Storm Sewer was given. 


All sanitary and storm sewers in the “Norwood Homes” Development 
were inspected during construction by men of the Sewer Division and De- 
partment engineers. 


Construction activities in the Building Division were greatly curtailed 
because of regulations of the Federal Government over building construction 
and building materials. 

The following table shows the activities of the Building Division with 
the four next preceding years.

The Building Inspector gave considerable time to the activities of the 
Local Defense Council and in particular greatly assisted the Decontamination 
Squad by drawing plans and furnishing estimates of cost for many stations. 


Government restrictions on construction volume resulted in numerous 
conferences with contractors and property owners in reaching decisions as 
to what portion of their proposals may be carried to conclusion. 


The Inspector also carried out the usual functions of the Building Divi- 
sion by assisting and cooperating with the Board of Adjustment and Board 
of Appeals, also the Committee of the Common Council on Parks and Public 
Buildings. All public buildings were inspected and recommendations made 
for various repairs. 


I attach hereto a statement showing distribution of costs of Local Im- 
provements from 1919 to 1942 and a statement showing distribution of costs ~ 
of General Improvements from 1926 to 1942; statement of the Building Divi- 
sion showing permits issued and fees collected during the year; also a 
Financial Statement of the whole Department for the year and a Statistical 
Statement of Streets and Sewers.

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TWENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
RECREATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield, New Jersey 


The Recreation Commission submits herewith the twentieth annual 
report of activities conducted during the year ending with December 31, 1942. 


The Recreation Commission in its general program and on its play- 


“ grounds has accepted the challenge of the battle of building morale. Com- 


mercial amusements are generally above the economic range of those who 
need supervised recreation facilities the most. 


It is conceded the need for recreation is greater than it has ever been 
before. With more mothers accepting wartime positions because of the 
manpower situation, the responsibility of the Commission becomes greater. 
In many instances, children are left to their own resources after school 
until parents return home from work. The majority of these children will 
be included in the Commission’s program. 


Some phases of the recreation program were threatened when gas and 
tire rationing went into effect, then dim-out regulations, but these obstacles 
were hurdled. Only two activities were cancelled due to wartime restrictions. 
Some activities were brought to a successful conclusion and others are 
continuing. Participants and spectators for the various programs walked or 
rode public transportation facilities to reach their destinations. It is inter- 
esting to note that in the five basketball leagues organized and sponsored by 
the Recreation Commission only two forfeits were recorded out of ninety- 
three scheduled league games. 


More supervised recreational areas are needed in the City of Plainfield. 
With juvenile delinquency on the increase, the City faces a serious problem. 
At least three additional play areas should be opened. These grounds could 
not be equipped this year with playgrouund apparatus because the equip- 
ment is not available. However, supervised play should be provided. The 
Evergreen School should be opened because there is no playground in that 
district. The nearest playground to the Evergreen School district is the 
Franklin School playground. Another district badly in need of a play area 
is the Netherwood School district. The nearest playground to the Nether- 
wood School is the Maxson School playground. The field between Willever 
and South Second Streets, midway between Rushmore and View Avenues, 
should be purchased, if possible, utilized and developed as a playground. 
The nearest playground to this section of the City is the Bergen Street 
playfield. Bergen playfield is not equipped with playground apparatus be- 
cause it is not City owned property. We would have to vacate this plot of 
ground immediately if we were requested to do so. If we were compelled to 
give up the Bergen playfield, the nearest playground for children in the Will- 
ever Street section would be the Irving School playground. We strongly urge 
that these play areas be considered. 


The Commission anticipates difficulty in employing a competent play- 
ground staff in 1943 for several obvious reasons. 
1. Many of the college students who normally would apply for summer 
work with the Commission will be in school this summer because of the 
revised college courses. 


2. The rate of pay which the Commission has to offer will not be inviting, © 
inasmuch as the scale of pay in war plants is so much higher. However, 
every effort will be made to live up to the high standards this department 
has maintained in the past. _ 

A project under consideration for 1943 is a program to include people 
working on swing shifts, so that daytime programs will be tried as con- 
trasted with normal evening programs. We will probably experiment with 
softball. 


The Recreation Commission is cognizant of the fact that many pro- 
grams and plans laid now undoubtedly will have to be revised and adjusted 
to meet with wartime restrictions. The Commission will continue to give 
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the citizens of Plainfield a balanced and well administered recreation 
program. 

“There is a limit to the durability of mind, body and morale unless they 
are periodically rehabilitated. That rehabilitation derives from recreation. 
The British long since have discovered that there is a point of diminishing 
returns which is reached when men and women apply themselves too rigor- 
ously to the job grindstone. Opportunities for recreation must be made avail- 
able despite the war pressure which America is under. We will have reached 
a new height of fallacy if anyone is ever permitted to persuade us that 
recreation is a wartime non-essential.”

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 
To the Board of Health 
Plainfield, New Jersey 
Gentlemen: 

This report is designed to present to the people of Plainfield a picture 
of their public health services and progress. 

Public health is purchasable! From the technicians in the laboratory to 
the inspectors in the field, these services pay big dividends to the citizen 
shareholders whose tax investments of seventy-one cents each per year 
support them. 

Dividends of life conserved and enriched by good health. Dollar divi- 
dends too, for sickness avoided is money saved. Dividends of favorable 
advertising for the community, helping to bring in new business and new 
homemakers by making Plainfield a healthier place in which to live. 

We are proud of our advancement toward better health for our people. 
First award for cities in its population group of twenty-five to fifty thousand 
for 1938 and again in 1939 was won in the nation wide Health Conservation 
Contest conducted by the United States Chamber of Commerce and the 
American Public Health Association. In 1935, 1936 and 1937 Plainfield was 
one of the five cities each year to receive honorable mention. 

The public health program in Plainfield is a true community endeavor. 
Clubs, guilds, leagues, business and professional groups, student movements 
—too many to name individually—are all co-operating and rendering invalu- 
able aid to the official Health Agency. 

Persistent work is beating down the toll of disease. Typhoid, malaria, 
smallpox and now diphtheria are practically unknown, Incidence and death 
rates of tuberculosis and other diseases are smaller. An intensified program 
is being waged on venereal disease. 

On these and other health fronts, bacteriologist and chemist, doctor and 
nurse, inspector and veterinarian, professional and layman, are pulling 
together, and getting results. 

To you who read this report and wish further enlightenment, the statis- 
tics presented will not be dull or dry. They are true indexes of life’s victory 
over death. Each unit lost or won is a person. It may be the worker next 
to you, your best friend, your bridge companion, or perhaps a member of 
your own family.

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Communicable Disease 
If you skid on a banana peel and break an arm or a leg, that is your busi- 
ness. Outside of your family, no one is especially concerned. If you have a 
communicable disease, it is everybody’s business. In either case you will call 
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your family doctor to care for you. In the case of a communicable disease, 
a representative of the Health Department will call on you and ask many 
questions in an attempt to ascertain where you contracted the infection in 
order to control the source. It is also the duty of the Health Department to 
see that you observe certain precautions sco that you do not spread the in- 
fection to others. Do not be offended when you are required to carry out 
health rules and regulations. They are made to protect you, your family and 
friends. 

By immunization, sanitary control, supervision of foods and other public 
health activities, we have gained the upper hand in the control of many of 
the one time scourges. Eternal vigilance is the price of continued control 
and though we must still cope with many problems, our burden would be 
greatly lightened if parents would observe a simple rule by keeping sick 
children or persons away from others until the doctor has made his diagnosis. 

Childhood diseases, such as chickenpox, measles, and mumps, are hard 
to control because there is no generally effective method of immunization 
and because the patient is most infectious to others before he develops 
enough symptoms for the disease to be recognized.

Veneral Disease Clinic 

There have been many factors responsible for the almost phenomena) 
expansion of the venereal disease clinic. Among some of the most important 
may be mentioned the educational work carried out by federal, state and 
local agencies, the enactment of legislation requiring premarital and pre- 
natal blood tests and public consciousness of the social and economic need 
for adequate case finding and treatment facilities. In order to meet the in- 
creased clinic load, it has been necessary to expand our facilities to include 
a full time case worker and an additional weekly clinic held on Thursday 
evenings. This new clinic was established with the aid of funds from the 
State Department of Health for the payment of medical services. 

Untreated cases of syphilis are apt to develop into chronic invalids or 
mental cases. Treatments before this stage occurs is far cheaper to the tax- 
payer than it would be to support the invalid or his family on relief or the 
mental case in an institution. Syphilis can be cured and permanent damage 
to the body can be prevented if adequate treatment is instituted early in 
the disease.

In the background of every public health activity are-the technicians, 
the microscope, the test tubes and other technical equipment of the labora- 
tory where science supplies the data necessary for efficient action. It is 
truly the hub around which all public health functions revolve. 

There is no division in our department that has experienced a greater 
or more rapid development. The diversified work carried out by this group i: 
includes the bacteriological and serological examinations of specimens sub- — 
mitted by doctors for the diagnosis of disease, routine chemical and bac- 
teriological examinations of milk, water, ice cream and other foods to 
insure their wholesomeness and freedom from contamination. Routine exam-

inations of drugs and remedial preparations are done for the detection of 
adulteration and substandard qualities. Research is constantly being car- 
ried out and will be continued.

Food and Milk Control 

Constant sanitary supervision is maintained over all establishments dis- 
pensing food and drink for use in the City of Plainfield. Our regulations are 
strictly enforced by competent inspectors especially trained for this work. 
Particular attention is given to the general sanitary conditions in the estab- 
lishments, the cleanliness of utensils and equipment, used in conjunction 
with food products, the wholesomeness of the ingredients used in the manu- 
facture or as component parts of various foods and the method of packaging 
or display with respect to the prevention of contamination. 
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The sterilization of all eating and drinking utensils used by the con- 
sumers in public places is now required by ordinance. In order to determine 
whether or not the sterilization is properly done in each establishment, 
bacteriological specimens are taken from glasses and analyzed in our 
laboratory. A count of over one hundred bacteria per tumbler rim calls for 
a check-up of dishwashing methods by an inspector. 


From Cow to Consumer 


From the cow in the pasture to the bottle on your doorstep, the milk 
you consume is under rigid sanitary supervision, even tho it comes from over 
fifty-five hundred different farms in several states. Few people realize the 
maze of equipment and the technical methods thru which milk must be sub- 
jected in order to insure its reaching the consumer as a safe, wholesome 
product. 


There has been much controversy relative to grading of milk. It has 
always been the endeavor of this department to insist that all milk be 
produced under the best possible sanitary conditions. There should be no 
toleration by any health department for grades of milk that would be in- 
ferior to the best.

Joint Nursing Service 


Many times a day the telephone in the Visiting Nurse Association office 
jingles a call for help from some family, doctor, or social agency. 


Most of these calls are from nomes of modest or no means—under atti¢e 
roofs, over stores, in hovels, shabby rooming houses. Into these goes the 
blue uniformed nurse with her little black bag of supplies, ready-to serve. 


Her patient may be a new baby, a disabled workman, or a grandmother. 
She may have to usher in the stork or lend a little more comfort to some- 
one’s last hours. Always she is welcome and eagerly awaited. 


Three years ago we entered into a contract with the Visiting Nurse 
Association in order to improve our communicable disease control facilities. 
Under this program all communicable disease control services such as quar- 
antine, release, epidemiology, case history and educational work are carried 
out by the Visiting Nurse Association under the direction of the health 
Officer. I am pleased to report that this co-operative service has been suc- 
cessful and has practically eliminated duplication of effort in communicable 
disease control. 


The Visiting Nurse Association also carried out the child hygiene ser- 
vices in the parochial schools under supervision of this department.

DEPARTMENT OF WELFARE ANNUAL REPORT 1942 


To the Honorable, the Mayor and the Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield. 


The Department of Welfare submits herewith a report of their activities 
for the year 1942. 

The Department operated under State regulations, with a Local Assist- 
ance Board of five members appointed by the Mayor, the Chairman of the 
Board being one of the members of the Common Council. 

Relief Commitments 

On January 1, 1942, this Department had under care 235 cases and at the 
close of the year there were 135 active cases. 

Tabulated below by monthly periods are the number of cases which 
received assistance each month, the number of persons involved, and the 
monthly total commitments for direct relief for 1942.

Each Family Visitor in the Department must be fully conversant with 
the Legal Residence Law as outlined by the Municipal Aid Administration of 
Trenton, so that Plainfield will not be burdened with families who, although 
living in Plainfield, are the responsibility of other towns. 

At the close of 1942, 135 cases with 295 persons were receiving assistance. 


Hospital Care 
Below is listed the number of relief persons given hospital care in 1942. 
At the rate of $2.50 per day per adult and 50c per day for new-born child, 
this amounted to $3,321.00, 35% of which is reimbursable by the Municipal

Domestic Relations Cases 

In addition to giving assistance to persons in need of relief it is a regular 
function of the Department to handle domestic relations cases, non-support 
problems, and complaints from unmarried mothers. It is the policy of the 
Department to adjust these cases if practicable without recourse to court 
action. 


Non-support Cases—Through the year 1942 the Department carried 73 
cases for support of family. 39 of these cases were adjusted through this De- 
partment and 34 were compelled to contribute to their families’ support by 
court order. 45 cases have been carried on the books from previous years 
and 28 new cases were opened in 1942. 28 cases were closed in 1942, leaving 
a total of 45 cases carried into 1943. 

A total of $7,992.17 was received and paid out to whom it was intended. 


Paternity Cases 

15 cases during 1942, involving support of illegitimate children, were 
adjusted through this Department. 4 cases had to be taken to court for 
arbitration. 


Surplus Government Commodities 

Again in 1942 the Federal Government distributed surplus commodities 
to meet the national problem arising from a surplus of farm products. The 
Government purchased the surplus and provided for its consumption by dis- 
tributing the products to persons on relief who would not be able to pur- 
chase them. Thus the surplus commodities were used by those who needed 
them, without affecting the normal purchase of these same or comparable 
commodities. They were given as a gift by the Government, provided they 
be given in addition to the regular assistance which relief clients received. 

These surplus products were given out regularly direct to relief clients 
on two delivery periods each month at a central distribution point. The 
Department prepared the necessary lists of names and obtained signatures 
from all persons receiving the commodities. The Department also co-operated 
with the Division of Old Age Assistance and the State Board of Children’s 
Guardians in giving products out to recipients of these grants.

Housekeepers Aides Project 


The Housekeepers Aides Project was again co-sponsored by the City of 
Plainfield to give housekeeping assistance in families where because of ill- 
ness the mother was unable to take care of her children or do the housework. 
An average of 12 women per month were employed throughout the year. 

The project was operated at practically no expense to the City as 
quarters are provided at the Welfare Department. There is a small expense 
for carfares for the supervisor of the project which amounts to $90.00 for 
the year and is charged against the Welfare Department Administration 
Expense. A total of 2531 visits to relief or border-line relief, homes were 
made during the year. 

This project will be terminated on March 18, 1943. We feel that the 
project has been of invaluable assistance to families who could not afford 
to pay for such services. 


Sewing Room Project 


The Department also sponsored the W.P.A. Sewing Room for the first 
six months of 1942, paying rent, light, heat, power, water, etc. Middlesex 
Borough, North Plainfield, South Plainfield and Paterson had women em- 
ployed in the Sewing Room in Plainfield, and these towns as co-sponsors 
contributed to the expense of the project on the basis of $2.00 per month 
per worker, as follows:

Distribution of clothing was made by the Welfare Department to relief 
recipients in Plainfield and a certain proportion was picked up by the above 
mentioned co-sponsors. 


The Sewing Room Project was terminated in July, 1942. 


Other Service of the Department 


During the year the Department worked in close co-operation with the 
- Union County Welfare Board and the State Board of Children’s Guardians in 
assisting persons to apply for these types of aid. 


Approximately 25 collateral visits per month were made by our Family 
Visitors for other states and other municipalities in New Jersey. Also, the 
Department co-operated with the Selective Service System by helping to 
investigate approximately 50 registrants’ eligibility to be called. 


Conclusion 


The outlook for 1943 is very promising due to the Defense Program and 
also to the new 1943 State Board of Children’s Guardians’ Law which will go 
into effect in July. It is my opinion that relief at the present time is at a 
minimum and probably will not fall much lower than at present, except 
that we anticipate a reduction of from eight to ten cases as of July 1 due 
to the new law mentioned above. 


It is a pleasure to express my gratitude to the Mayor, the Common 
Council, and the Local Assistance Board for their cooperation throughout 
the year. Appreciation is also extended to all public officials, the press, 
social agencies, and private individuals who have assisted in our work. 
Special thanks is given to the members of the Department for their loyal 
and untiring efforts to serve the community at all times.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLAINFIELD SHADE TREE 
COMMISSION FOR THE YEAR 1942 


To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council, 
City of Plainfield, N. J. 


The Plainfield Shade Tree Commission presents herewith a report of 
its activities for the year 1942, together with an outline of the work required 
in 1948. 


It is obvious that the attractiveness of any city or town is primarily 
based on the number and condition of the trees along its streets, parks and 
private properties. It is also obvious that trees have a commercial value. 
Well cared for trees not only improve the appearance of the city, but add 
to the realty valuations. To increase the planting of street trees, and at 
the same time maintain and replace the losses in established plantings, is 
the main objective of the Shade Tree Commission. 


The City of Plainfield has within its boundaries approximately one 
hundred fifteen (115) miles of streets on the curb lines of which are growing 
some twenty thousand (20,000) trees. One-fifth (1/5) of these trees are 
young trees set out during the past fifteen years by the Shade Tree Com. 
mission. 


There are along our streets many old trees which were planted long 
before full width pavements, curbs, walks, sewers, driveways, gas, water 
and electric lines were common. In the years of construction of these vari- 
ous necessities of present day living many of the older trees received un- 
avoidable, but permanent, damage. These trees are slowly declining and witl 
eventually have to be removed. Much of the cost of shade tree maintenance 
is incurred in work on such trees in order to keep them in a safe condition. 
The policy is to remove and replace with young trees whenever the older 
trees are in dangerous condition or where trimming of dead wood leaves 
nothing but an unsightly trunk. 


Seven Hundred eighty (780) requests were received by the Shade Tree 
Commission during the year from citizens calling attention to needed work 
on the street trees or for information pertaining to tree care. While some of 
these requests had already been listed for attention as a result of inspections 
on our part, the calls received are of great importance to us in the proper 
maintenance of shade trees. These calls demonstrate the interest of citizens 
in the care of street trees and they also help keep the Commission informed 
as to the condition of trees in the various sections of the City. 


The work accomplished by the Commission during the past year is 
listed as follows: 


Trimming 


Two thousand (2,000) man hours were expended during the year in the 
trimming of five hundred (500) trees. This work is continuously necessary, 
not only for the general health and appearance of the trees, but to prevent 
injury from falling limbs. 


We have had to train a number of new men for this work which has 
necessarily reduced somewhat the number of trees given such attention 
this year. 


Low Limb Removal 


In order to permit the use of the walks and streets without interference 
from tree limbs it is necessary to raise the limb height by the removal of 
low growing limbs. Limbs of trees do not grow up or increase their height 
from the ground level as the tree grows in diameter and height. This work 
increases, partly because of the large number of young trees growing on the 
streets, and partly because of the paving of streets from curb to curb. Tnese 
trees cannot be raised at one time to give the required clearance, but must 
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be gradually raised over a period of years until the required height is ob- 
tained. After this is once established, the trees do not require as much 
attention. 


During 1942 fifteen hundred (1500) trees were given attention which 
required seven hundred fifty (750) man hours to remove the limbs, apply 
wound dressing to the cuts and remove the brush. 


Removal of Trees 


We have as usual removed all dead and dangerous trees reported or 
observed by us during the year. We have not given as much time to the 
removal of trees in poor condition, undesirable species or unsightly trees, 
which have trunk or root injuries from which they will not recover. The 
total number of trees removed was fifty-eight (58), taking seventeen hundred 
and forty (1740) man hours for the work. 


Spraying 


It has been necessary for the past twelve (12) years to protect our elm 
trees by the application of a foliage spray against the damage caused by 
the elm leaf beetle. This year the majority of the elms were again sprayed. 
It was observed that the total damage from this insect seemed to be on the 
decrease. However, it will be necessary to protect these trees next year and 
we have on hand enough material to take care of normal requirements. 
Spraying for protection against the Japanese beetle, catalpa sphinx month, 
tent caterpillar, fall webworm and canker worm, as well as dormant sprays 
for the control of scale insects was done on individual trees or group of 
trees in various sections. Our records show that nifie hundred eighty (980) 
trees were sprayed using two hundred forty-five (245) man hours. 


Planting 


In an area of this size a minimum of three hundred (300) trees should be 
planted annually to cover replacements and essential new planting. Due to 
unusual seasonal, and also labor conditions, new planting during the past 
year were far below the minimum requirements. We took care of previous 
planting and watered at more frequent intervals the trees planted during 
the last two (2) years. The Commission set out only fifty-seven (57) trees 
and has on hand only thirty-nine (39) trees for spring planting. Every pos- 
sible effort should be made to increase this vital phase of the work. 


Fertilizing 


The feeding or addition to the root area of the soil at the base of the 
tree of essential growth elements has been confined mostly to our younger 
trees with the exception of a few larger trees in need of such treatment 
because of injuries or insect attack which have lowered their vitality. Much 
_ more of this work is necessary, especially in street plantings where the 
soil is known to be deficient in essential growth elements. Many fertilizers 
will be restricted next year for use only on food and orchard crops. Mate- 
rials customarily used may not be available during the next year. Hence it 
will be necessary to use whatever is obtainable for this work. 


Windstorm Damage 


Our City has been fortunate in not having any severe damage from 
storms over a wide area of the City. Severe storms have done some damage 
but were confined to local areas. A number of trees had broken and split 
limbs and eight (8) trees were destroyed and later removed as a result of 
these storms. 


The best preventative of general storm damage is the constant trim- 
ming of dead wood and the removal of decayed and weakened trees. 
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General 


The Commission finds many and various tasks arising annually. Some- 
times small in themselves they are large in the total time required. Leveling 
of walks raised by tree roots, repair of trees injured by car accidents, trim- 
ming of trees shading street and traffic lights, disposal of stumps and brush 
from trimming and removal operations, and maintenance of tools and equip- 
ment are only some of our various activities. We also assist other City 

Departments in work for which our equipment is needed. 


It appears probable that for the duration of the war we will find it in- 
creasingly difficult to operate and accomplish all of the work necessary to 
maintain, preserve and increase our street trees. In order to keep our trees 
in a safe condition some other phases of our work may have to be limited. 

The Commission intends to make every possible effort to follow a 
program that will maintain the standards essential to the best interests of 
the community.
